Polio Hits 
JRecord Rate 
Over Nation 


WASHINGTON, (AP) —A week- 


ly record total of 3,503 new cases 
of infantile paralysis was reported 
to the U. S. Public Health Service 
for last weeK. 


Announcing this today, the serv- 


ice said the previous record for 
Jfrny one week since it has kept re- 
ports was 3,416 for a 
week in 


August 1949. That was the year 
in which the highest annual total 
WRS recorded. 


Despite the upsurge last week 


from'3.110 cases in the preceding 
week, this year's cumulative total 
since Jan. 1 ran 547 below the 
1949 
figure for the same 
period. 


There have been 19,980 cases this 
year and 20,527 in the 1949 period, 
f 


Nine northern states showed an 
icrease of about 400 cases over 


the previous week, and accounted 
for about 45 per cent of all cases 
reported during the period.- 


Michigan for the second straight 


week led the nation in new cases, 
300 for last week and 244* in the 
preceding week. Illinois was next, 
with 272 cases last week and 223 
the week before.

Uninhabited Island 
Near Australia Is 
Chosen Test Site 
PERTH, Australia— (AP) 


Eleven British and Austra- 


n naval vessels have as- 


sembled at the Monte Bello 
[slands for a test of Britain's 
first atomic weapon. 


The test at the uninhabited In- 


dian Ocean islands about 85 miles 
northeast of Onslow, a small West 
Australian port, is being kept se- 
cret. 


But there are indications It will 


take place soon, possibly in Sep- 
ember and in October^ Experts 
say any tests must.end before No- 
vember, when the monsoon season 
starts. 


Warn of Danger 


The British 
Admiralty 
has 


warned shipping and aircraft to 
keep clear of an area of 23,500 
square miles encircling the Monte 
Bello Islands. 


It is thought that the British 


mission is to explode an atomic 
bomb, and possibly test other 
atomic \veapons. It is known that 
Britain has been preparing for the 
tests for five years. 


No foreign observers have been 


invited, but British parliamentary 
leaders may fly out to attend. The 
full cost of the tests may exceed 
$22,200,000. 


The operation is under the com- 


mand of the British Admiralty 
.with Prime., Minister- W-inston 
Churchill in overall command. The 
commander of the tests is Rear 
Adm. A. D. Torlesse. 


British Ministry of Supply scien- 


tists will work under the direction 
of Dr. William G. Penney. 


It has been claimed that Dr. 


Penney has designed a bomb with 
an entirely new detonator, making 
it more efficient than the Ameri- 
can bomb. 


There were reports of 200 atomic 


scientists being aboard the flagship 
Compania when it sailed 
from 


Portsmouth. The atomic weapon 
was also said to have been in the 
ship. 


The British tank-landing ships 


Narvik and Zeebrugge have been 
working at the Monte Bellos since 
April. 


The Monte Bello Islands before 


World War II were used as a base

Japanese 
pearl 
fishermen. 


Apart from that they have been 
uninhabited. 


About 800 miles north of Perth, 


they comprise about 75 square 
miles made up of three main is. 
lands and hundreds of islets. 


The Monte Bello Islands and 


Barrow Island, 20 miles to the 
south, are the only land areas with- 
n the limits of the danger area, 
which extends about 200 miles long 
"rom east to west, with a greatest 
depth, from north to south, of 155 
miles.

Leader of State Grange 
Gives Farm Views Here 


A "solid farm program" calling for a revision of the federal price- 


support plan and a warning against agricultural price control has been 
placed in the hands of the two major political candidates by the Na- 
tional Grange, according.to Dorsey Kirk, Illinois state master and na- 
tional overseer. 


Kirk, in Dixon to attend the 


state Grange meeting at the Love- 
land Community House Wednes- 
day night,-'said in an interview 
here that he had. presented that 
program to Gpy.'Adlal Stevenson 
-:---«to^s:'«BHnirRe'ld". He said 
that 
National Master Herschel 


Newsom had presented the same 
platform to Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
lower Monday in New York. 


Kirk criticized the present price- 


support plan saying that It hadn't 
•kept prices up to full parity 
prices while other prices are ris- 
ng." 


Income Drops 


He said that from 1947 to 1950 


net farm income had dropped 
rom "18 billion to 13 billion and 
during the same period corpora- 
ion profits rose 18 per cent. 


"The net income of the farmer," 


Kirk said, "has decreased and 
arm indebtedness has increased. 
"Sixty per cent of the gross in- 


:ome 
of farmers," he said, "is 


now used in operating expense 
and goes back into the land and 
equipment." - 


On the other hand. Kirk warned 


against 
slapping price controls 


against 
agricultural 
products. 


Questioned as to why the Grange 
appeared in favor of supports to 
keep the prices from going to 
low but against controls to keep 
them from going to high, Kirk 
said: 


"Farming is a high investment 


per man—about $400,000 per work- 
er—and should that purchasing 
power be .allowed to drag as it did 
in the 20s the bottom of our eco- 
nomic system would drop out. 


"The purchasing power did drop 


after World War II, just like it did 
after World War I, but the Korean 
war picked it up again—as war 
docs to everything."

Kirk, who arrived in Dixon late 


Wednesday after 
attending the 


Trask Bridge picnic at Rockford, 
said that the farmer was "entitled 
to the same trade protection" as 
other industries. He cited the re- 
cent, criticism ot,the 'dairy indus- 
try when it aske(J for, protection 
similar to the protection received 
by the watch industry. 


He indicated that the presen 


trade policies are designed more 
to aid industry than they are tc 
aid the farmer.

Watson, the U. S. attorney at the 
time, as saying • that Ellis N. 
Slack, then a Justice Department 
tax attorney, "wanted" the par- 
tial report the grand jury. re- 
turned. That report gave the tax 
collector's office a clean bill of 
health and has since been termed 
a "whitewash" by one of the ju- 
rors. 


Slnck Annifltant 


Slack is now acting assistant at- 


torney general in charge of the 
tax division. In the witness chair 
before the House judiciary sub- 
committee investigating the Jus- 
tice Department, Slack had just 
denied vigorously that he was in 
any way responsible for the par- 
tial report. He declared: 


"I wish to' emphatically state 


that the idea of a partial report 
was not mine, and I had noth- 
ing to do with its drafting, or il» 
contents." 


Slack had denied in advance, 


too, that ho ever told Watson he 
"wanted" -the 
partial 
report. 


After the partial report was re- 
turned, Moore ordered the grand 
jury to make a further investiga- 
tion. In the end It returned a num« 
ber ot,* indictment*. James P. Fin- 
negan, St. Louis tax collector and 
clone' friend ot President 'Truman.'

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Factory Laborers Need a Good Breakfast 


BY GAYNOR MAHDOX • 


Factory laborers too often cut 


down their efficiency by eating 
poor breakfasts or no breakfasts. 
A nation-wide survey just made 
by Elmo Roper shows that the 
poorest breakfast habits in the 
country are among this working 
group. Factory men. the survey 
shows, eat their breakfast more 
hurriedly than women. Most of 
them dash through breakfast at 
breakneck speed. 


Scientists at one eastern uni- 


versity studied the work produc- 
tion records of a group of factory 
workers who were paid on a piece 
basis. Some workers were found 
to be much more efficient than 
others: their work production was 
much higher. 


The research scientists then took 


a look at the meal pattern habits 
of the group and found that some 
members habitually ate no break- 
fast. Further study showed that 
these were the ones who had the 
low work output records. 


When these workers 
changed 


from "no breakfast" to breakfast, 
their output increased.

prominent medical college prove 
.hat both men and women are able 
;o turn out more work when they 
have a good breakfast.

should get about a third of the 
day's protein at breakfast.

Abuse of Laxatives Often 


/• 


Cause of Constipation 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Not long ago a correspondent 


isked for a list of foods which 
were constipating and a list of 
those which were not. This is an 
Impossible task, but a discussion 
of the subject in general is well 
worth while, since this is one of 
the most common of all medical 
problems. 


True constipation means 
that 


fecal matter is retained in the 
intesUnal tract 
longer 
than 
it 


• should be so that there is ex- 
cessive delay in discharge of in- 
testinal waste. A great deal of 
expert study has been given to 
constipation, and the causes are 
well known. 


Diet, of course, has a great deal 


to do with it. Many foods are so 
highly refined that they do not 
contain the bulk necessary to as 
sist in proper movement of the 
bowels. 


In some parts of the world and 


at some times of the year there 
are not enough fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the diet. These foods 
not only supply a large part of 
the bulk, but also aid in peristal 
sis, or the wave-like movement of 
the Intestine which carries the 
waste down through the intestina 
tract.

pation is the abuse of laxatives 
Many people have the idea tha 
If they clean themselves out one 
a week with a good, strong purg 
it will be good for them. 


hythm of bowel evacuation is dis- 
urbed and usually not re-estab- 
shed for several days. Also the 
egular of inadvised use of laxa- 
ives tends to set up a bad habit 
f the bowel, so that laxatives 
lave to be relied on more and 
more. 


Improper training and neglect, 
specially in childhood, have much

allure to set aside a regular time 
if day for a bowel movement. Al- 
to many people get into trouble 
because they do not yield at once 
o nature's call, which may occur 
at any time of day. 


EXERCISE HELPS 


Treatment of simple constipa- 
ion is usually successful unless 
he trouble has begun in childhood 
or has lasted for a long time. The 
inderlying cause, whether it be 
diet, neglect or abuse of laxatives, 
first has to be corrected. 


Exercise, too, helps to overcome 


conntipa'tion. It Improves peristal- 
sis and strengthens the muscles of 
the abdomen which aid in the ex- 
pulsion of waste matter. Of course, 
elderly people have to be careful 
about what exercise they take, and 
they may have to continue to rely 
on laxatives, at least to some ex- 
tent.

Noting that Paul Hoffman, of the Ford foundation, late of the 


Marshall plan, had accumulated 26 synthetic degrees from colleges 
and universities, mostly obscure little plants of the type which regard 
a scroll and a' shawl as a bargain price for a commencement orator, 
I remarked that he was, next to Joe Davies, the most monumental 
stuffed shirt of the age in the United States. ' In this 
sentence I did an unintentional, gross injustice to 
Thomas John Watson, chairman of the board of In- 
ternational Business machines, who will receive fair 
treatment in this essay. 


Mr. Davies has been known by the endearing 


titles, of Paper Collar Joe and Johnny One-Suit in 
reference to his impecuniosity and his Algerian 
amb'Mon during his college years at Madison, Wis- 
consin, where he refrained cautiously from the- 
bloody-nose sports and went out for politics and 
titles. Having made his mark and his pile in Wash- tt'Mtbtoofc 
ington under the new deal he became tied loose from the patient 
who had been his childhood sweetheart and the mother of his chiN 
dren and reached the pinnacle by marrying one of the richest women 
in the world. This made him the master, in a manner of speaking, 
of the biggest yacht in the world, a role he has riot rejoiced in be- 
cause he gets seasick in a slight chop -and forgets the correct nautical 
form to murmur from trembling lips: "turn the danged thing around 
and h^ad (er home!" 


Mr. Davies was the ambassador to Moscow who shipped over so 


many crates of pemmican, such as frozen cream, butter, bacon, red 
meat and canned goods that he required extra outlets and trans- 
formers in 'the cellar of the embassy to keep the refrigeration goin.\ 
He is an American lawyer, but he formed a weirdly tolerant opinion 
of the Moscow purge trials and was the hero of a book from his 
own pen called "Mission to Moscow," and a. movie based on that 
book.

Paper Collar Joe describes him- 


self as "lawyer, .diplomat, au- 
thor." Unlike Paul Hoffman and 
Thomas John Watson, he did fin- 
ish college, receiving his AB from 
Wisconsin 1898, and his LL.B in 
1901. 
His collection of honorary 


or ersatz degrees is infinitesimal 
compared with Hoffman's, "but in 
other fields he excels Oom Paul. 
He got an honorary LL. D. from 
his own alma mater in 1941;

Kimball said the nation has in- 


rreased its investment in its arm- 
id sen-ices about 100 billion dollars 
In the last 20 years, adding: 


"For the richest nation on earth,

modest investment in national in- 
surance. The total investment is 
less than one-third of one year's 
national income, and while of it- 
self, it is a tremendous amount of 
money. I do not believe it is ex- 
cessive. 


"The stakes are high in this bat- 


tle for freedom in which we are 
rngagcd and it cannot be won with 
lokens or I.O.U.'s" 


Kimball reiterated his belief that 


Itrong naval forces "are the most 
tconomical forms of national so- 
rurity insurance." But he added 
lhat no branch of the service can 
be short-changed "without throw- 
Ing the whole scheme of our de- 
fense out of balance and running 
the risk of a national disaster." 


Pace Optimistic 


Back only a few days from in- 


specting American forces in Eur- 
ope, Pace said the Army has made 
"substantial and heartening" pro- 
press since the start of the Korean 
war. 


Regarding the state of the Army, 


Pace said the facts "fairly lead to 
I conclusion of cautious optimism, 
tempered by the consideration of 
lenuous problems that lie ahead." 


In the 26 months since the Ko- 


rean conflict began, he said, the 
Army has grown from 593,000 men 
lo more than 1,550,000. 


"Our training system." he said, 


''is second to none in the world." 


"The quality of our leadership" 


>e went on, "as well as the num- 
bers of officers available, is sub- 
Itantially better than when we 
parted our buildup for World War 
U." 


Weapons have improved too. 


Pace said, "and the potential of 
Ihe atom will in tfie future be add- 
ed to our firepower in the form of 
fuided missiles and artillery."

Big Steel Shoots for New Production 
JVIark, Fears It May Lose Customers 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK —(AP)— The steel 


Industry hopes within a month or 
so to be breaking all records of 
production. But it has some doubts 
as to how long it can keep that up 
and find customers, 


i And it has some other headaches 


today, too: 


1. Earnings of 39 iron and steel 


companies for the first half year 
fell 43 per cent behind the first 
six months of 1951. And the third 
quarter doesn't look too good, 
either, because 
the mills were 


struck during July and at the end 
of August still aren't back to ca- 
pacity output. 


September may see them boom- 


ing, but that's only one month out 
of three, when the mills figure up 
profits. 


2. The $5.20 a ton average price 


hike the mills might count on to 
sweeten the profit picture is offset, 
steel executives assert, by higher 
payroll expenses. Some steel mills 
claim the steel price hike is more 
than offset, because other material 
and service costs will rise for 
them, too. 


Customers Grumbling 


3. And many of the steel mills' 


customers are grumbling. They 
fcar there's a good deal to what 
' Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
says: Manufacturers may not be 
able to pass much of that extra 
steel cost along in higher prices 
on the end product. Competition 
and. customer price resistance may 
prevent it. 


The trade weekly. Iron Age, puts 


a steel customer's plight this way 
today: "Washington has raised a 


manufacturer's costs and is crow- 
ing because he can do nothing 
about it." 


Steel makers have their order 


books well filled. They are cur- 
rently concentrating on catching 
up with the backlog of demand for 
defense production. 


But a new element of doubt is 


creeping in, because customers 
aren't too pressing. 


Predicted Slack 


Before the strike steel execu- 


tives were predicting that demand 
would 
slacken' in

months of this year and output fall 
below capacity. 


With the mills closed down in 


June and July, and production still 
below capacity in August, this 
time-table for the end of capacity 
output might be put back until the 
first part of next year.

law-revision. Direct mail nas ac- 
counted for 60 others. 
•'he system whereby the GIs can 
obtain ballots, Schrock said, gives 
servicemen an 
advantage 
over 


civilians. 


In order that a ballot may reach 


a soldier in Korea and be returned 
before the Nov. 4 election time, 
much of the red. tape involved in 
the previous method has been elim- 
inated. 


The new law provides that serv- 


icemen, or their relatives, may 
ajE)ly for a ballot 100 days— instead 
Of 30 days— before election day. 
Applications for these ballots by 
servicemen, Schrock said, can be 
made by post card. 


A change in the regulations also 


allows a serviceman to vote even 
though he hasn't filled out the 
legal forms required by 'perman- 
ent registration laws. 


Soldiers and civilians are not 


exempt, however, from voting rules 
t\^. require a voter to be a legal 
resident of the state for a year, 
the county for 90 days and the 
precinct for 30 days.

Austria, strategically located at 


the historic military crossroads of 
the continent, is one-fourth occu- 
pled by Russian troops. The west- 
ern Powers occupy the remainder. 


For seven years since the war, 


the Soviets have maintained the 
status quo, leaving an anti-Com- 
munist, pro-Western Austrian gov- 
ernment to run Austrian affairs In 
all zones. Politically, the Soviets 
have been unable t.o buck the 
strong Catholicism of the nation's 
seven million people. 


Economy Hurt 


But a drastic cut in Amercan 


dollar, aid—from $190 million in 
1951 to an anticipated $"0 million 
in 1953-has begun to affect Aus- 
tria's economic stability. 


As the dollars decline, the Rus- 


sians are moving in economically, 
with promises of rich rewards in 
the East. 


Faced with a doubling of unem- 


ployment and a decline in exports 
to the West, Austria's leaders say 
they now must turn to the East 
for trade, despite the West's ob- 
jections. 


Western officials say they fear 


that stealthy, cunning economic 
penetration of Austrian life may 
be the goal set by the Kremlin. 
An entirely new crop of Soviet 
Foreign Office advisers arrived 
recently to take over from the 
military men who ran the occupa- 
tion since 1945. 


Will Offer Trade 


A major Russian effort toward 


making Austria more economically 
dependent upon the East may fol- 
low the planned visit to Vienna 
next month of Soviet Deputy Trade 
Minister A. V. Zakharov. Local 
Communists report he will offer 
"wonderful trade 
opportunities." 


Some of the dangers of growing 


Russian economic penetration were 
explained recently to William H. 
Draper, the President's special am- 
bassador in Europe, and W. John 
Kenney, deputy chief of the Mu- 
tual Security Agency, when thej 
visited Vienna. 


They were told that American 


occupation officials fear this win 
ter will be critical. But the same 
U. S. authorities hope that, despite 
Sovet efforts to bring its collapse 
the nation's coalition government 
will remain unshaken. 


U. S. economic advisers are try 


ing to stimulate the idea of larger 
production and smaller prof its ^tt 
cut the price of Austria's exports 
But they are bucking against th< 
Austrian cartels, which believe in 


maximum profits from minimum 
utput. 


How They Move 


Into the deepening 
economic 


risls, the Russians and the Aus- 
nan Communists are moving by: 
1. Draining of the national econ- 
my by shipping millions of dollars 


worth of Austrian products east- 
ward from the 300 Russian-owned 
ilants in the Soviet zone. The 
•early drain is greater than aid 
rom the West. 
2 Deliberately creating unem- 


ployment. This is done by order- 
ng goods from private plants and 
hen delaying payment and caus- 
ng labor layoffs. 


3. Avoiding taxes. Russian-owned 


>Lants refuse to pay the govern- 
ment millions of dollars. 


4. Terror and violations of Aus- 
rian authority. Recently, in the 
Soviet zone, a group of commu- 
nists seized a privately owned tex- 
ile plant. Austrian police speedily 


threw out 
the new Communist ,v 


managers." But the Incident, one 


of many similar, created a pattern 
for a wider terror. 


Promise Boom 


5. By constantly holding before 


the Austrians the ' visions of a 
booming revival of their pre-war 
trade with the East. U. S. officials 
say that in nearly 
every case 


where Austria has agreements with 
Eastern nations, the Soviet satel- 
lites are behind in their deliveries. ^ 


But official Austrian reports say 


that eastern trade has increased 
20 per cent in the past year and 
Austria's trade minister, Josef C. 
Boeck-Grelsau, predicted: 


"For 
Austria, exports to the 


West alone are only possible dur- 
ing a world market boom. Now, 
with normal trade returning, wa 
will have to deal with the East 
and Southeast to an extent sur- 
passing the present volume."

Have Holiday Swiss Dinner

GREEN COUNTY, Wis. — If 


you're planning a feast for Labor 
Day, 
then take a broad hint from 


Mrs. Elsie Gerber. She lives down 
Lhe country road from Monroe in 
a white farm house and serves 
Swiss DINNERS—staggering din- 
ners based on traditional recipes 
she learned from her grandmother, 
Verena Spaeni, who came to Green' 
county from her native Switzerland 
m 1887. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ray R. Kubly (he 


is of Swiss descent and also vice 
president of the Lakeshire-Marty 
Cheese Co. in Monroe) insisted no 
one 
can 
appreciate 
Wisconsin 


without a dinner at Mrs. Gerber's. 
So they took us. It was a colossal 
experience. 


On the table, waiting, were (be- 


sides the vase of red and white 
flowers) sliced cucumbers in sour 
cream, kalbwurst (tender veal 
sausage), hot "risen" rolls and 
stacks of country butter, a glass 
dish of whole strawberry 
pre» 


serves, wilted salad with chopped 
crisp bacon, sweet pickles, a plat- 
ter of green pepper rings, radishes, 
sliced sweet onion, and green and 
ripe olives. 


Also a dish piled high with Swiss 


pear bread,"made of dried pears, 
apples, prunes, raisins, nut meats, 
anise, 
brown sugar and bread 


dough. 


Now for dinner were platters of 


fried chicken, more fried chicken 
than I had' ever before seen in 
one place, boats of gravy, fortress- 
es of mashed potatoes, bowls of 
creamed spinach with nutmeg and 
chopped egg yolk, more bowls with 
fresh cauliflower in a rich cream 
sauce speckled with diced carrots 


and a dish of homemade Swedish 
noodles. 


Then the hospitable Kublys and 


I stood on the little porch looking 
across the road to the big, red 
barn against the rolling Wisconsin 
hills, where those "gentle-looking 
Swiss brown cows enjoy life. We 
were simply catching our breath 
for the desserts that followed. 


There was a great, round wooden 


tray with a mound of green and 
blue grapes piled in the center on 
grape leaves. Surrounding it were 
wedges of ripe Camembert cheese 
and Wisconsin blue. 


Next, in came a wicker basket 


of Swiss cookies—still warm and 
irresistible with cinnamon, brown 
sugar, nut meats, prunes and other 
fruits. Coffee and more coffee. 


Then the big event—plate-sized 


concoctions that looked like Ger- 
man pancakes but weren't pan- 
cakes at all. They were a Swiss 
treat, crinkly, light, tender, thin 
egg-batter cakes that had been 
miraculously French-f r i e d and 
rushed to us hot. The -Swiss eat 
them with powdered sugar and 
whipped cream. 


A fat, full moon lighted us home 


through 
the 
country. 
We 
all 


agreed that the moon looked as if 
it, too, had dined at Mrs. Gerber's 
that night.
